Harris, who has n o p rimary o p p o sitio n , camp aign ed 
in this area to day an d discu ssed the p ro p o sed chan ge in 
deadlin e fo r n ew licen se p lates, a merit sy stem fo r the o f­ 
fice which he is seekin g an d a p ro jected amen dmen t to the 
state’s Co n stitu tio n which will retu rn the state to bien n ial 
bu dgetin g. 
Harris is a n ativ e o f Po n tiac an d has been a legislato r 
sin ce 1954 when he was first elected as a rep resen tativ e. 
In 1960 Harris became a sen ato r an d has serv ed in the 
bo dy sin ce. 
In 197 3 he became the first elected Presiden t o f the 
Sen ate, an o ffice which was created by the 197 0 State Co n ­ 
stitu tio n . He was elected to his p resen t p o sitio n as Sen ate 
min o rity leader in 197 5. 
Befo re the o ffice o f Sen ate p residen t was in stitu ted, 
Harris serv ed as majo rity leader o f the Sen ate fro m 1968 
u n til 197 0. 
In 1%8 he wo n the GOP n o min atio n to ru n fo r au dito r 
o f p u blic acco u n ts bu t was defeated by Michael J. Hew­ 
lett, n o w secretary o f state, who is a can didate fo r the 
Demo cratic n o min atio n to ru n fo r go v ern o r. 
The sen ato r said “go v ern men t sho u ld make thin gs 
mo re easy fo r citizen s,” an d su ggested it wo u ld be mo re 
co n v en ien t an d mo re co mfo rtable to chan ge licen se p lates 
in Au gu st than in the “han d-n u mbin g” Febru ary weather. 
He said if his p ro p o sal is p assed it will be 197 8 befo re the 
chan ged deadlin e can be p u t in to effect.

Ever know who 
killed JFK? 


WASHINGTON (N E A )- Who 
did kill J ohn F. Kennedy ? Accord­ 
ing to ideas recently popularized to 
ex cess, it was Ly ndon J ohnson, or 
Richard Nix on, or Abraham Zap- 
ruder, or J . Edgar Hoov er, or Allan 
Dulles, or all of the abov e. Occa­ 
sionally someone goes to far as to 
suggest it was a looney named Lee 
Harv ey Oswald. 
But nobody knows for certain, 
and the trouble is that with the sim­ 
plistic speculation getting in the 
way no one may ev er know. 
Once the obsessions of people 
who came out only at night, assas­ 
sination theories hav e become so 
widely and ridiculously av ailable 
that the end result may be, accord­ 
ing to one Harold Weisberg, “ to in­ 
ure ev ery one to deaden the public’s 
sensitiv ities, to destroy the chanc­ 
es of getting Americans really in­ 
terested in finding the truth.” 
Weisberg should know about the 
psy chology of zany theorizing. He’s 
theorized a few zanies himself. As 
perhaps the first American to be 
forev er absorbed by the J FK mur­ 
der—he say s he has not slept 
soundly for 14 y e ar s^ e has writ­ 
ten sev en published books, all enti­ 
tled “ Whitewash,” in which he has 
adv anced the notion that Oswald 
could not hav e killed Kennedy be­ 
cause “ his rifle could not hav e been 
the murder weapon.” Weisberg is 
nothing if not self-assured. Os­ 
wald’s weapon did not do it, repeat 
not, n-o-t, period. 
For all his stringent conv ictions 
concerning a matter disgracefully 
confused by stringent conv ictions, 
Weisberg is perhaps as authorita­ 
tiv e as any one concerning the as­ 
sassination. Certainly he is one of 
the most thorough of the civ ilian 
inv estigators. The college lecture 
circuit that appears to hav e soft­ 
ened the brain of Mark Lane, is not 
for him. Weisberg does not write 
merely for titillation as do so many 
of the phonies who’v e grown 
wealthy on mushy prose. “ The 
field is full of ripoff artists,” say s 
Weisberg. 
It should be inserted here that 
there are those in the assassination 
inv estigation culture who feel 
Weisberg is less than perfect also. 
But this is understandable in a 


mov ement where almost ev ery one 
hates almost ev ery one. Each the­ 
orist believ es himself to be genuine 
and all others to be illegitimate. 
Notably ex cluded from this gener­ 
ality , perhaps, are Sy lv ia Megher, 
now more or less retired after pub­ 
lishing her authoritativ e “ Acces­ 
sory After the Fact,” and Howard 
Roffman, a 22-y ear-old law student 
who is one of the y oungest of the as­ 
sassination “ ex perts” and whose 
reputation is fairly solid. 
But back to Weisberg. He’s 62, a 
one-time newsman and retired 
poultry farmer, now suffering 
from phlebitis and frustrations in 
Frederick, Md. He sees little good 
resulting from the current popular­ 
ity of anti-establishment assassi­ 
nation theories. “ The trouble is ev ­ 
ery body keeps try ing to address 
the question: who killed J FK? 
We’ll nev er know that, may be we 
nev er can know it. What we should 
be concentrating on is the absolute 
destruction of the Warren Commis­ 
sion Report.” Why was it faked, 
Weisberg wonders, and why did 
our institutions cov er it up? That is 
the real import of the matter. 
J ohnson knew about the fraud, 
Weisberg say s. So did Gerald Ford, 
who was a member of the commis­ 
sion, and in fact enlarged on the 
fakery , according to Weisberg, by 
deleting all anti-gov ernment mate­ 
rial from his own book on the find­ 
ings. When one brings in other in­ 
stitutional complicities, such as 
that of the police, Weisberg say s 
the implications are grav e: “ If a 
President can be killed in broad 
day light, the wrong man arrested 
for it and a fake inv estigation held 
to cov er up the truth, well then we 
hav e to ask ourselv es if any Presi­ 
dent is ev er safe, and in fact if any 
of us are ev er safe.” 
Rhetoric 
aside, 
Weisberg 
speaks here of the true hurt of 1963. 
Kennedy ’s killer is a secondary is­ 
sue; the relationship of the gov ern­ 
ment to the people is the sting that 
endures. Major officials betray ed 
their trust, authorities in democra­ 
tic institutions polluted themselv es 
with lies and ev asions. And still the 
people wait for the truth. Why ? 
asks Harold Weisberg. It is a v ital 
question.

Thus far J immy Carter has 
gotten more v otes, Hubert Hum­ 
phrey has had more press, and 
Fred Harris has generated more 
interest. The latter point is most 
serious for J ackson. He seems to be 
of concern to ev ery one but the peo­ 
ple. He can’t shake the public idea 
that he’s dull. May be, as he say s, 
“ I’m too v irtuous to be interest­ 
ing.” 
Virtuous indeed. Of no-non­ 
sense Norwegian stock, J ackson 
believ es in self sacrifice and mod- 
Oil bind 
easing? 
Signs abound that the once- 
monolithic oil cartel—OPEC—is 
coming apart. 
Because of reduced consump­ 
tion by the petroleum-importing 
countries, production among the 
petroleum-ex porting countries has 
plummeted. Saudi Arabia’s output 
is down 30 per cent, that of Iran be­ 
tween 12 and 17 per cent. 
Kuwait has trimmed its oil price 
by 10 cents a barrel, as has Iran, 
which shortly before that threat­ 
ened to raise its price to meet a 
budget deficit brought about by 
recWess spending on military ar­ 
maments. Ind(mesia has cut its oil 
by as much as $1 a barrel. 
In this country , the trend is re­ 
flected in a drop in the price of a 
gallon of gasoline by a few pennies 
in recent day s. 
But no one should rush to the 
conclusion that the good old day s of 
abundant and relativ ely cheap fuel 
are coming back, or if they do 
come back, that they will be here to 
stay . 
It is not conserv ation but reces­ 
sion that accounts for most of the 
reduced petroleum consumption by 
the industriahzed nations. Unless 
we contemplate a permanent state 
of business stagnation, this situa­ 
tion cannot last. As economic ac­ 
tiv ity recov ers in the West, petro­ 
leum consumption must inev itably 
rise. 
There is already at least one 
sign that we hav e forgotten the les­ 
son of the oil embargo: Sales of 
small cars are sharply down and 
the automakers are hard-pressed 
to meet demand for medium- and 
large-size models. 
The current oil glut has giv en us 
an opportunity to dev ise a sane na­ 
tional energy policy free from the 
pressure of immediate crisis. It 
would be foolish to think of it as 
any thing but a respite, a tempo­ 
rary phenomenon.

eration. Prune juice and bran for 
breakfast. Twelv e to 15 hour day s 
ev en in non-election y ears. His rec­ 
ords show he pay s ev ery penny of 
his tax es, donates most of his non- 
Senate earnings to charity ($34,35 0 
last y ear), and driv es a 15 -y ear-old 
Chev rolet. 
During the last presidential 
campaign, Richard Nix on’s aides 
tried to pass the word J ackson was 
a homosex ual. Yuk. He wasn’t 
ev en interested in girls until age 49, 
when he finally married. Actually 
he alway s dated, but according to 
stories he used to inv ite girls up to 
his apartment to listen to radio 
news broadcasts. 
J acl^on’s v irtues are also appar­ 
ent in his political philosophies. He 
is a centrist, a man of consensus, in 
most respects a dev otee of com­ 
mon sense. To the ex tent that he 
rejects ex tremism at either pole, 
he probably represents as large a 
body of sentiment in America as 
any other presidential candidate. 
He is a conserv ationist who is com­ 
fortable with industry . He is an an- 
ti-Communist who bitterly opposed 
the tactics and influence of J oseph 
McCarthy . He has v oted for all ci­ 
v il rights legislation but opposes 


forced school busing. 
What’s more, J ackson’s public 
record is v irtuous. In 35 y ears in 
Congress (he and three others are 
tied for eighth in Senate seniority ) 
he has not suffered a hint of scan­ 
dal. He is accused rightly of some­ 
times using his committee clout for 
publicity purposes, but this is hard­ 
ly an impeachable offense. Almost 
alway s he is an open legislator, 
ev en an open campaigner; no other 
member of Congress or presiden­ 
tial contender discusses the issues 
in more admirable detail. 
And so how does all this ethical- 
ity work to his detriment? His 
humdrum person is not ex plana­ 
tion enough. Though it is true the 
senator too often resembles the 
rhetorical bore who is here today 
and here tomorrow, his fundamen­ 
tal campaign problem is probably 
rooted deeper than this. The fact is, 
J ackson’s v irtue is not of the kind 
acceptable to the activ ist element 
of the Democratic party which is 
quite clearly the dominating force 
in this season’s nominating proc­ 
ess. Voters aside, the nominee will 
again be selected by the loud hus­ 
tlers. 
J ackson can’t be forgiv en for 


supporting Vietnam, for v oting for 
the supersonic transport, for once 
being so honest as to say “ Thank 
God for the military -industrial 
complex .” Activ ist Democrats call 
him the Pentagon Populist, a Whig 
on detente. They shudder that he 
has embraced Patrick Moy nihan 
as a great American, and that he 
ends his campaign addresses with 
reference to fears that the world 
may become one in which the Sov i­ 
et Union is the superior power. This 
is die stuff of v otes, perhaps, but 
activ ists would rather lose well 
than win badly . 
For his part, J ackson has tried 
for reconciliation only somewhat. 
He has, for ex ample, campaigned 
for activ ists such as Rep. Robert 
Drinan (D-Mass.), and has v oted 
against aid to Angola. On the other 
hand, he is too v irtuous to compro­ 
mise much, and continues to refer 
to party foes as phonies and ex ­ 
tremists. TTie div ision is thus too 
broad to heal easily . 
And so it is Henry J ackson re­ 
mains the kind of man who proba­ 
bly should be president, but won’t, 
and this clearly say s something 
negativ e about the one last major 
party in the nation.

direction,’’ explained Vadell 
after revealing all to a packed 
house at London’s Casino de 
Paris without giving away any 
secrets. “ But in some ways it’s 
easier.

Malcolm 
is frequently l^rated by au­ 
diences for banishing in a puff 
of smoke “ this absolute dear of 
a goose,’’ whom he rescued at 
two days old from a poulterer 
and raised to stardom. 


“ She loves the act and is so 
unbelievably clever at auto­ 
matically cramming herself 
into the tiniest compartments,’’ 
Vadell said. 


His biggest fear is that the 
idea of the act will be stolen 
before he realizes his dream of 
playing in America or that 
stage nudity will become so 
commonplace as to lose its box 
office magic.

Tattoo artist seldom gets second look at his work 


HOUSTON (AP) - Cliff Rav­ 
en is considered by many to be 
the Michelangelo of his artistic 
profession, but future gener­ 
ations will probably never see 
his work. Some of it is viewed 
only in very private showings 
and his projects eventually all 
are buried. 
Raven is a tattoo artist and 
his canvas is human skin. 
Colleagues call the 43-year- 
old Chicagoan “a real artist,” a 
man far more creative than the 
ordinal^ tattoo craftsman who 
deals in anchors, hearts and 
sentiments of the lovelorn. 
Raven, in town for a recent 
tattoo artists convention, holds 
a degree in art from the Uni­ 
versity of Indiana and became 
a tattoo artist through careful 


choice. Human skin, he said, is 
a medium that has its own spe­ 
cial rewards. 
‘‘You are dealing in a me­ 
dium whereby the patron is 
also the canvas,” he said. 
‘‘You’re being hired by some­ 
one not to decorate canvas 
which they can throw away. 
You’re not being asked to deco­ 
rate their walls, but them, their 
bodies. 
‘‘Artistically and superficially 
you’re changing the person for­ 
ever. You have a responsibility 
when you’re doing that you 
don’t have in other mediums.” 
Raven creates complex, in­ 
tricate and colorful designs that 
can cover whole arms, legs and 
backs with dragons that seem 
alive and treacherous, or crim­ 


son parrots that seem ready to 
snatch a cracker, or oriental 
filligree of endless detail. 
Is it art? Raven and others 
say it can be, but to ‘‘the estab­ 
lishment,” he says, tattoos are 
‘‘trashy” and a product of the 
counter culture. 
This very element, he says, 
brings him many customers. 
‘‘There are lots of closet 
cases in the tattoo business,” 
says Raven. 
‘‘Many people 
want a tattoo, but they don’t 
want it so visible that it’ll ruin 
their chances of joining the 
country club or becoming an 
executive.” 
Tattoos can be an expression 
of surpressed rebellion against 
the establishment, he said, and 
can carry a sensual undertone 


that many find exciting. 
‘‘More and more women are 
getting tattoos,” he said. ‘‘They 
like to have rosebuds or but­ 
terflies or toadstolls. They put 
them on places where they can 
show them if they like or cover 
them up, for instance on the 
abdomen. It can be seen if they 
wear a bikini, but not if they 
wear a full swim suit.” 
Raven says he warns his pa­ 
trons that if they accept a tat­ 
too, it’s a committment for life. 
There’s no way it can be re­ 
moved without a trace. 
The artist’s brush is an elec­ 
tric needle that vibrates 5 0 
times a second, each time pen­ 
etrating below the second layer 
of the skin and implanting 
small dabs of pigment. The art­ 


ist draws with it as with a pen, 
but is actually creating millions 
of small permanent dots which 
appear to the eye as lines. 
And yes, he says, there’s 
some pain. 
‘‘It’s not a great sensation to 
get tattooed. It hurts,” says 
Raven, whose arms are cov­ 
ered with intricate designs and 
the outline of what he calls ‘‘a 
work in progress.” 
The increased demand for 
tattoo art has helped push 
prices higher. 
Massive, complex works can 
require four or five sessions 
lasting five hours each, said 
Raven, and the current rate for 
such work is $5 0 an hour, with 
some costing more. 
Tattoo artistry is a craft 


passed down by personal teach­ 
ing. There are no books on 
technique or courses in college. 
When Raven decided 15 years 
ago to become a tattoo artist, 
he first had to find another tat­ 
too artist to teach him. 
‘‘You know,” he said, “you 
don’t see any matchbooks ad­ 
vertising ‘become a tattoo art­ 
ist.’ It’s passed along from per­ 
son to person.” 
A well-executed tattoo, he 
says, can improve on nature. 
‘‘You can use tattooing to op­ 
tically improve the appearance 
of a human being,” said Raven. 
‘‘Let’s face it, most of us can 
use help. Basically, a human 
being past his prime is a mess. 
The naked ape. They’re just not 
something interesting. A tattoo 


helps.” 
The fact that all his art will 
eventually, one day, be sealed 
away 
in graves 
or 
tombs 
doesn’t bother Raven. 
‘‘That’s true of any art,” he 
says. ‘‘It’s just a matter of a 
different time scale. Ours is 
relatively impermanent.” 
Then he adds with a grin, 
‘‘But consider ice sculpture. Or 
cake decorating. We’re way 
ahead.”

Thompson gets highest rating 
among gubernatorial contenders

Common Cause, the activist 
group that calls itself a citizens 
lobby, issued report cards to­ 
day on the contenders for the 
Illinois governorship. 
Republican attorney Jam es 
R. Thompson got more high 
marks than any of his rivals 
but received an incomplete on 
explaining his budget priorities. 
Democrat Michael J. Howl- 
ett, the Illinois secretary of 
state, received incompletes in 
explaining his personal finances 
and making himself accessible 
to the public. 
“ Howlett has a lot of catch­ 
ing up to do,” David Cohen, 
president of Common Cause-Il- 
linois, said at a news confer­ 
ence. 
Howlett’s Democratic rival in 
the March 16 prim ary election, 
Gov. 
Daniel 
W alker, 
and 
Thompson’s adversary, busi­ 
nessman Richard Cooper, each 
received some high grades and 
some low ones. 
Cohen said Thompson, Cooper 
and Walker have met the Com­ 
mon Cause standard in making 
themselves available to the 
media and the public. But he 
said Howlett has not. 
“ Going before Mayor Richard 
J. Daley’s precinct captains is 
not making yourself available 
to the public,” Cohen said. 
“ Howlett is a clear violator of 
the standards by refusing to en­ 
gage in open forums with W alk­ 
er on the same platform .”

W ASHINGTON (A P ) - The 
government called it a simple 
clerical mistake, “ a bureau­ 
cratic error,” but it cost Louis 
R. Altm ark more than a year 
of his life behind bars. 
Justice Department officials 
laid out the story Wednesday 
and said they’ll consider “ what 
could or should be done to com­ 
pensate” for the mistake which 
forced Altm ark to serve a year 
and five days longer than his 
30-month prison sentence for 
auto theft. 
Altm ark, 41, was released 
Monday 
from 
the 
federal 
penitentiary in Atlanta imme­ 
diately after prison officials 
discovered and verified that the 
error had happened. 
“ W e were chagrined,” said 
M ichael Aun, spokesman for 
the Federal Bureau of Prisons. 
“ I was horrified,” said U.S. 
D istrict Judge Newell Edenfield 
of Atlanta, who sentenced Al­ 
tm ark and learned of the error 
in a meeting with prison offi­ 
cials Monday. 
Justice Department officials 
w ill review the case “ with an 
eye toward what could 
or 
should be done for possible 
redress of what happened to 
this m an,” said spokesman 
Dean St. Dennis. He said the 
department wants to officially 
notify Altm ark of the mistake, 
but hasn’t been able to reach 
him. 
In the past, Aun said, federal 
prisoners mistakenly have been 


jailed for a day or two longer 
than their sentences but bureau 
officials can’t recall any pre­ 
vious mistake of this magni­ 
tude. 


Altm ark was sentenced on 
Jan. 7,1972, to a five-year term 
for stealing a 1964 Pontiac, 
which he attempted to sell to a 
stranger on a street in Atlanta. 
Edenfield later cut the sen­ 
tence in half, to 2% years, but 
cannot recall why. The judge 
thinks he sent Altm ark a notice 
of his action. 


It’s not clear whether A l­ 
tmark received the informa­ 
tion, but there’s no question 
that prison officials were noti­ 
fied. 
The information was record­ 
ed in Altm ark’s file at the pris­ 
on, but it was not added to a 
summary card attached to the 
file folder. So no one in author­ 
ity at the prison realized on 
Feb. 18,1975, that Altm ark was 
supposed to go free on that 
date. 
In addition to the 30 months, 
he was serving about seven 
months for violating the terms 
of his release from a previous 
prison sentence. 
Altm ark 
apparently 
never 
questioned the length of his 
sentence and “ we’re puzzled 
about that,” said Aun. If A l­ 
tmark knew his sentence had 
been cut, “ we don’t know why 
on earth he didn’t raise a 
fuss.”

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Encounter with UFO changed his life

Travis Walton was cutting 
trees for $6 an hour in the for­ 
ests of northern Arizona when 
he saw the light, a bluish-green 
ray that he and six witnesses 
say knocked him to the ground. 
Three months after what he 
says was an encounter with an 
unidentified flying object, Wal­ 
ton says it is still difficult to 
lead a normal life. 
At dusk last Nov. 5, as Wal­ 
ton tells the story, he was 
struck by the ray of light from 
a UFO in the forest and taken 
off in the spacecraft by strange 
creatures. He was missing for 
five days until, his family said, 


they found him slumped in a 
phone booth in Heber, Ariz., 
pale and shaken. 
In the days that followed, re­ 
porters from as far away as 
Australia pursued the Walton 
story; psychiatrists interviewed 
him; UFO groups studied the 
incident; and Navajo County 
Sheriff Marlin Gillespie, whose 
men had combed the woods in 
vain for Walton, confessed he 
found the case the “ most exas­ 
perating” in his 18 years with 
the sheriff’s department. 
Walton, 23, now unemployed 
and living alone in a rented 
house in Snowflake, Ariz., says 
that he’s barely existing finan­ 
cially.

ing his college education at 
Northern Arizona University, 
where he completed one year, 
or seeking a job in electronics. 
But the tall, slender young 
man says he has kept busy. In 
recent weeks, he said, he has: 
— Been “ working with an 
artist to reproduce some of the 
things I ’ve seen and writing a 
book” about the incident, tenta­ 
tively entitled “ The Walton E x ­ 
perience.” 
— Traveled to Toronto for a 
“ news quiz show” on television 
and to Hollywood to film a TV 
pilotcalled “ The Unexplained,” 
in which he was interviewed by 
Leonard Nimoy, the pointy- 
eared

of 
“ Star 
Trek” fame. 
— Passed a lie-detector test 
about the UFO incident. 
Walton said he received only 
expense money for his Holly­ 
wood and Toronto trips. 
Five of the six young men 
who were with him Nov. 5 
passed a polygraph test about 
what they saw; the test on the 
sixth man proved inconclusive. 
Mike Rogers, 28, who passed 
the test, is one of Walton’s clos­ 
est friends. Rogers still insists 
he saw the UFO. He says he 
and the others saw it as they 
drove along a bumpy mountain 
road about 12 miles south of 
Heber. Walton jumped out of 
the moving truck, ran toward 
the brightly glowing object hov­ 
ering about 15 feet above the 
ground in a small clearing. He 
was knocked down by a ray of 
bluish-green light, Rogers said. 
Rogers, who said he and the 
other men were still sitting in 
the truck about 25 yards away, 
drove off in fright. When the 
men returned 15 minutes later, 
there was no trace of Walton or 
the UFO, Rogers said. 
Rogers, a father of four who 
was the foreman of the wood­ 
cutting crew, said in words 
similar to Walton’s: “ I would 
prefer people to believe me, but 
there’s nothing I can do about 
it if they don’t.” 
Walton’s story — he says he 
remembers only 
about 
two 
hours of the five days he was 
missing — is that he woke up 
on a table in a white room and 
found himself being examined 
by several creatures with bul­ 
ging eyes and no fingernails. 
He said he seized a piece of 


plastic pipe and swung at the 
creatures, who backed out of 
the room. 
Walton said he walked down 
a hallway into another room 
where he saw a chair with but­ 
tons on the side. He began 
playing with the buttons and 
saw a large screen filled with 
stars. 
(In the popular TV series 
“ Star Trek,” the control room 
of the “ Starship Enterprise” 
has seats with buttons on their 
sides 
and 
a 
large 
viewing 
screen often filled with stars.) 
Next, says Walton, a human­ 
like creature entered the room, 
took him by the elbow and led 
him into another room where 
three men and a woman were 
standing, he said. 
Walton said the creatures 
placed him in a chair, and 
from that point on he could re­ 
member nothing until he woke 
up in the phone booth.

“ I do think that Walton along 
with the other six people did 
see something they thought was 
a UFO. From that point on, I 
don’t believe anything else oc­ 
curred,” said the sherriff. 
Walton says he didn’t appear 
for the polygraph test because 
his emotional state then would 
have produced misleading re­ 
sponses. He said the sheriff 
didn’t keep his word that the 
test would be held “ in private, 
not with the press around.”

Certainly one can 
have high blood pressure and 
not have any problems at all 
with nervous tension. High 
blood pressure may be related 
to being overweight, to having 
kidney disease or even to 
having certain hormonal ab­ 
normalities in the body. 
Ulcers are often associated 
with excessive nervous tension 
but again we do see them in 
people without any clear 


evidence of abnormal stress 
and we see a lot of people with 
lots of stress who have neither 
high blood pressure nor ulcers. 
We see people with an infinite 
variety of stress reactions, 
nervous disorders and even 
psychosis who have neither 
m ^ ical problem. 
We know that when people 
are sick from any cause they 
may then become nervous,

Daylight saving issue debated 


WASHINGTON (A P) - The 
Senate is debating whether 
Daylight Saving Time should be 
extended to eight months, as it 
was last year, or whether it 
should run for six months or 
less. 
Unless Congress acts, the 
country 
automatically 
goes 
back on six months of standard 
time and six months of DST. 
This means Daylight Saving 
now is set to run from April 25 
to Oct. 31. 
If Daylight Saving is extend­ 
ed to eight months under a bill 
before the Senate, it would run 
from March 7 to Nov. 14. 
The eight-month option — 
plus an additional week in No­ 
vember 
to 
avoid 
changing 
times in the last week of the 
presidential election campaign 
— is thought to have the edge 
in the Senate. But similar legis­ 
lation is bottled up in the House 
Commerce Committee, leading 
some observers to doubt wheth­ 
er any bill can pass Congress

Congress 
began 
ex­ 
perimenting with longer Day­ 
light Saving Time periods as an 
energy-saving effort during the 
Arab oil boycott of 1973. The 
experiment started by extend­ 
ing DST through the entire 
year. For the next two years it 
ran for eight months. 


Sens. Herman E. Talmadge, 
D-Ga., and Wendell Ford, D- 
Ky., both called for the defeat 
of any extension of Daylight 
Saving Time that would include 
the winter months. Ford has 
proposed cutting it back to five 
months. 
“ Its particular fault lies in 
the fact that it ignores the con­ 
cern of many more people, par­ 
ticularly parents, who are fear­ 
ful of putting their children on 
a street or a country road in 
rain, sleet or snow in the dark 
of morning to await trans­ 
portation to school,” Talmadge 
said.
